FROM AN AIRPLANE

J an. 24.—While 
spectators on the ground, anticipat­ 
ing a circus feat, waited for a par­ 
achute to open, Grmntland Irwin, 
Missouri Valley Historical Society, 
Birmingham, Ala., plunged 


quoted Irwin as saying just before 
he made his third and successful 
try, which hurtled his body to the 
central of Georgia Railroad tracks 
at Terra Cotta Station, near here. 
Those who witnessed the tragedy 
sawr the body of Irwin start sud­ 
denly tow’ard the ground and ex­ 
pected a parachute to open aipd 
bring him safely do"vsm, they said.

and

plunge, he knew^notliing more of 
the occurrence, said Ashcraft. The 
pilot brought his ship down in a 
nearby field and directed the re­ 
moval of the body to an undertak­ 
ing establishment. 
Irwin came to Macon recently as

Everett Woodmansee, of Sabin, p.. 
whose plane Ashcraft was testing 
when the tragedy occurred. Ash­ 
craft has held a pilot’s license for 
ten years.
